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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's response filed September 12, 2008 clearly overcomes all of the 
objections/rejections made in the previous Office Action, with the exception of a 
provisional obviousness-type double patenting (ODP) rejection. However, as indicated 
by Applicant in the response, the claims of the conflicting application have not yet been 
examined. Further, the present application is the earlier filed of the two applications. 
Thus, in accord with MPEP section 804(I)(B)(1), the ODP rejection is withdrawn and the 
present application should be permitted to issue. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest a process as claimed and which 
includes a step of crushing salt and metal powder to form clumps having diameters less 
than about 5 cm prior to passivation as required by claim 1 , or a step of transferring 
metal vapor to a condenser to convert the vapor to a liquid to be recycled for the 
production of additional metal powder as required by claim 14.
